Moving a 5,000-Ton Hotel. 


AN UNDERTAKING WITHOUT A PARALLEL 


—HOW THE SEA IS EATING AWAV CONEY 
ISLAND. 
Tbe seas which iriish the southern shori's 


of Brighton Beach have for years raged 
and roared against the big Hotel Brighton. 
The hotel, like old King Canute, has taken 
a defiant position on the sands and bidden 
the sea keep buck. But u few days iigo 
Old Ocean lost patience fiud went into a 
towering nitfe. Huge white-cappetlbi'tak- 
ers, howling with the wind, were dashed 
uirainst ilic foundation walls, and for forty- 
eight hours the structure shook and trem- 
bled and threatened to collapse. The wii»d 
ceased and there was a great <*alm, but the 
spirit of Hotel Brighton was conquered. 
Arrangements have been perfected to move 
it back where the billows cannot so much 
as tickle its base with spray, and three 
score laborers have started in to accom- 
plish this feat. 


When the Hotel Brighton was new there 


was a broad stretch of sandy beach be- 
tween it and the sea, but every winter 
slncfc llie ocean has been eating away huge 
chunks aud drawing closer nnd closer. - 
Th;ee years ago it cha^ed.the band pavil- 
ion inshore, aud last year it washed so 
close that the forward foundation «rulld of 
the hotel gave way m ma~ny places to 
spiles. The high water Hue at the beach 
by next summer will be at least fifty feet 
further back than the present site of the 
hotel. The solid piers and walls oE brick 
which remained beneath the structure have 
been toppled over or torn to pieces back to 
a depth of onehundred, feet, and temporary 
piles have been roughly put in place to 
keep the building from going down. 
The 


stalre, which formerly led into the cellar 
of the hotel, are half submerged at low 
water and the tide has cleared the place of 
everything that would float. The. long 
bathing pavilion to the east is entirery sur- 
rounded by water, and all communication 
with tbe Marine Railway to Manhattan 
Beach has been cut off. The wall of brush 
and stone which was built along the beach 
to the westward has been overturned and 
piled up high and dry on the Concourse. 


Jn order to make Brighton Beach a place 


of joy for several years to come, the own- 
ers of the big hotel decided to move it back 
towards Sheepshead Bay about six hun- 
dred feetv The bathing pavilion will be 
set back the same distance, and will con- 
tinue to occupy the same relative position 
to the hotel as in time past. 
The. boggy 


meadow will be filled in«nlh loam and 
sodded, and the greensward will be inter- 
sected .with gravel paths and' dotted with 
beds of flowers. A few neat little cottages 
will be scattered about at random, and a 
broad, macadamized roadway will open up 
connection with Sea Breeze avenue. 
The 


Brooklyn, Flatbush and Coney Island Rail- 
road will enter fcbe grounds at the extreme 
right. 
: 


Mr. J. L. Morrow, the general superin- 


tendent of tbe above named railroad com- 
pany, which also owns the Hotel Brighton, 
has adopted the most novel plan for mov- 
ing the building. He intends to cut it up 
lengthwise, into three sections. 
A triple- 


track elevated railroad will be built under 
each section, flat cars will be run in, and a 
dozen or more engines, coupled in tandem, 
will convey the building to the desired 
spot. The magnitude of the undertaking 
can be fully realized when it is stated that 
the hotel has a frontage of 460 feet and aa 
average depth of 150 feet. 
It is three sto- 


ries high/aud is surmounted by five towers. 
Its weight is estimated as being five thou- 
sand tons. 
Supt, Morrow yesterday or- 


dered one hundred new flat cars, which are 
to be used in the undertaking. 
The bath- 


ing pavilion, which is 475 feet long by 75 
deep, is to be moved in the same manner 
as the hotel. 


Workmen were; engaged in tearing to 


pieces the verandas and platforms about 
the hotel. John Fltchett, who is the su- 
perintendent of tho bathing pavilion In the 
summer time, had charge of a large force 
of the men and directed their movements. 
In conversation with a reporter he said: 
"I came here ten years ago, and then 
tbe high-water mark was at least seven 
hundred feet further oat to sea. I've seen 
it come further and further Inshore, and I 
suppose In tbe course of time it wilt get as 
far back as Sheep3head Bay. Then there 
won't be any Coney Island." 


it is expected that the hotel will be on 


wheels and relfidy to move about the mid- 
dle of January, provided the sea does not 
offer some unusual interference.
